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Shooting suspect still at large 


The following is a press 
release from the Kentucky 
Sate Police. It was received 
on Monday, Nov. 11 at 
approximately 4:44 p.m. 

Kentucky State Police 
received a 911 call on 
Thursday night, Nov. 8 that a 
male subject had been shot in 
the leg on Ky 944 in Hickman 
County. Upon units arrival 
they discovered the victim, 
20 year old Ryan Thomas, 
had a single gunshot wound 
to the leg. Thomas reported 
that he was there to meet 
some acquaintances. When 
he arrived, two black males 
armed with guns approached 
him. A physical altercation 
ensued with one of the 
suspects shooting Thomas in 
the leg. The two black males 


fled the scene in a white 
Ford Crown Victoria. This 
vehicle was recovered a short 
time later in Clinton. The 
investigation has revealed 
that one of the suspects is 
Dominique Harper, a 20 
year old black male from 
Clinton. 

The investigation is still 
continuing on the second 
suspect.

Landowners warned about 
entering lease agreements

Over the last several years, 
cash rents have steadily 
increased for row crop 
ground in western Kentucky. 
The primary reason for this 
increase is directly related to 
high commodity prices at the 
elevator. Favorable yields, 
with the exception of 2012, 
are a secondary reason for 
this increase in cash rents. 
Competition among farmers 
for available land is also 
increasing, and landowners 
need to exercise caution when 
entering rental agreements. 

Landowners usually rent 
their land to someone they 
know, a neighbor, family 
member or friend. Recently, 
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there’ve been some out-of¬ 
area farmers coming into 
western KY offering rental 
rates considerably above 
county average. Will the trend 
continue? I suspect it will. 
Under these circumstances, 
it is critically important for 
landowners to have every 
detail spelled out in a written 
contract signed by both 
parties. 

There are several things 
that should be included in 
a contract when renting 
cropland, and especially when 
renting to someone you don’t 
really know. First and most 
important in all landowners’ 
minds, how and when will 
you be paid? Are you on a 
cash lease or share crop? 
How long are you leasing the 
acreage, one year, three years 
or more? Who is responsible 
for general maintenance like 
road upkeep, stream crossings 
and entry ways? Do you want 
your acreage farmed using 
no-till practices? If areas 
begin eroding or washing 
away, who’s responsible for 
stabilizing those areas? 

If you rent your farm to a 
neighbor or someone local, 
chances are pretty good that 
they will take care of your 
property. Their reputation 
is on the line because they 
live in this community. But 
someone that doesn’t live 


here may not be quite as 
considerate. They don’t have 
to listen to the talk at the 
local eatery or coffee shop. 

Another thing that 
specifically needs to be 
addressed is the nutrient 
levels in your soil. A new 
tenant may be less likely 
to maintain the current 
nutrient levels in your 
fields. Producers in our area 
typically fertilize based 
on the amount the crop is 
expected to remove plus a 
little more. That way, there’s 
a slow buildup in soil fertility. 
A new tenant may try to 
benefit from this practice 
and skimp on fertilizer for a 
few years. Have soil samples 
pulled from every field prior 
to a new tenant taking over, 
and make sure it’s agreed in 
writing that they maintain 
the current fertility level. 

Sometimes a hand-shake 
will still work, but more 
often than not, a written 
contract will make everyone 
sleep better at night. For
